Four ounces of 
I the emulsion is worth 30 to 35 cents, 
i A pound of water purchased from a 
I distilling plant might cost two mills.

The Effect of it. 

The good roads amendment of the 
Constitution does not give one county 
the right to put a tax on another, nor 
does it impose a tax on the pecple of 
any county for roads unless they want 
to be taxed. It simply gives any 
county the right to vote for the. issue 
of bonds, or for other means to secure 
funds to maintain and improve the 
turnpikes and the public roads. 

Bank Guaranty Law Unconstitu- 
tional. 

Judge John -...Pollock, in the United 
States District Court at Topeka, Kas., 
in a decision declared the Kansas bank 
guaranty law to be invalid. 

Judge Pollock granted two injunc- 
tions in ruling out the law. One case 
was that of Frank S. Larabee.a stock- 
holder in the Exchange State Bank of 
Hutchison, against the officers and 
directors of the bank and J. N. Dolley, 
State Bank Commissioner. His con- 
tention was that a stockholder in a 
State bank can object and prevent the 
participation of his bank in the guar- 
anty law. Judge Pollock upheld this 
argument in every particular. 

The other case was that of the Abi- 
line National Bank against tbc Bank 
Commissioner and State Treasurer on 
the ground that the State guaranty 
law is unconstitutional. Judge Pol- 
lock granted a temporary injunction in 
this case, holding the law inoperative 
and fixed a bond of ^50,000 to be given 
by the bank pending the final disposi- 
tion of the case.

counts have given to quicksand al- 
most human attributes. No ordinary 
observer would be able to distinguish 
I dry quicksand from any other sand, 
and the average person would be -un- 
able to restore it to its **quick” prop- 
erties even if he tried. If water is 
mixed with the quicksand the mass 
does not become mobile, and if the 
water Is drained off^the saud will be 
found firmly packed. 

Quicksand is comparatively very 
light, weighing about uinety-four 
pounds to the cubic loot, while other 
forms of sand run us high as 171 
pounds. Quicksand when examined 
under the microscope' will be found to 
have rounded corners, like river sand, 
as distinguisht^ from "sbarp” saud. 
It is quicksand that is used in hour- 
glasses and egg glasses, partly because 
of its fineness and partly because it 
docs not eventually cloud the glass by 
scratcyng, as would the sharp sand. 
It is to its lightness that quicksand 
owes its deadly qualities, and a dem- 
onstration of how it becomes "quick” 
may be given by pluciug a quantity 
iu a bucket and adding water by pres- 
sure through a bole In the bottom, al- 
lowing the water to oveuflow very 
slowly when it has worked >ip through 
the sand. The upward current will be 
found to loosen the sand and to raise 
the surface very slightly, separating 
and lubricating the particles so that 
they are easily displaced. 

The bucket now contains genuine 
quicksand. The saud, owing to the 
support it receives from the water, 
has its weight, or supporting power, 
reduced proportionately, weighing in 
the water but thirty-two and a half 
pounds as against ninety-four pounds 
w'ueu dry. Bulk for bulk, the mixture 
Is nearly twice the w’eigbt of a inau. 
but is too mobile to give support and 
too tliiek to swim iu. In its uaturnl 
state, presenting an apparently firm 
surface, resembling simply damp sand, 
it is the most deadly man trap con- 
ceivable. 

Quicksand requires in all cases an 
upw’ard current which is not quick or 
strong enough to break through in 
the form of a spring. Ordinarily wa- 
ter flowing over quicksand will not 
make it dangerous. It may be formed 
iu tidal rivers and on the shores of 
tidal seas by the rising tide saturating 
a porous stratum of ground below liigh 
water mark, and when the tide falls a 
return current is established through 
the porous (sandy) ground with a suffi- 
cient velocity to loosen the sand and 
make it “quick.” 

A permanent quicksand Is found 
where a slow current of fresh water 
finds its way to the surface of the 
sand bed eitbe-r iu the lK)tlom of a 
stream or elsewhere. Quickswuids that 
are encountered during the sinking of 
walls am! foundations are due to the 
influx of water when the work gets 
below “spring level” or the level of 
the water in the ground at that par- 
ticular spot. The sand, being deprivetl 
of tbe lateral stipport of the water iu 
the excavatitui. is pushed in from l>e- 
hind by the water currents tlowiug 
from all sides. 

One of the most peculiar and grew- 
some characteristics of <iuicksand is 
that It will soon eugult any object 
cast upon its surface, uo matter how 
light tlmt object may be, eveu a per- 
fectly dry stick.— Harper’s Weekly.
